STRIKE STATISTICS. 


T 


HE New York World's statistics of the depart- 
ment of labor contains much interesting and 


instructive information in relation to strikes, their 
cost and their results. The statistics cover a period 
of thirteen and a lialf years. 


TLe struggles between capital and labor during 


that period are estimated to have cost $285,000,000. 
A total of 3,714,406 persons were thrown out of em- 
ployment at the average cost of $44 to each striker. 
Lockouts were responsible for 366,690 wages earn- 
ers being made idle, and each person locked out lost 
au average of $73. 


The number of strikes that took place during 


the thirteen and a half years is placed at 13,390, in- 
volving 69,467 establishments. 
Among the cities, 


Chicago was the scene of the greatest number of 
conflicts. The industries that suffered most were 
those engaged in the building trades, in which 26,- 
860 establishments were invoked with strikes. 
Coal and coke, tobacco and clothing, food prepara- 
tions, metals and raetalic goods, transportation, stone 
quarrying and.cutting, and boots and shoes suffered 
io the order named. 


Of the $285,000,000, loss incurred by the labor 


battles, two-thirds fell upon the strikers and one- 
third upon the employers. Nearly two-thirds of all 
of the strikes were ordered by labor organizations, 
but those organizations paid only one-thirteenth of 
the loss in money, 


In the matter of victories, capital and labor came 


out about even. Forty-one per cent of the strikes 
were successful, and forty-ioui per cent failed. The 
lemainder resulted in diawu battles. 
But on the 


whole the effect has been to advance wages and in 
some cases, in the reduction of working hours. 


This tremendous cost is certainly deserving of 


grave consideration, not only by the general public, 
which is perhaps the greatest sufferer, but by the 
makers of our State and national laws, which latter 
are the ones to whom we have to turn to furnish a 
remedy for this most abnormal and distressful con- 
dition of thing. There certainly must be some way 
by which this check to the industrial growth of the 
country may be removed, and without encroach- 
ment upon the rights of either capital or labor. 
Thii not only due to the employer and the employ- 
ed, but to the general public whose interests are 
disastrously affected by every conflict of the kind, 
and perhaps to a greater extent than those of the par- 
ties directly concerned, The people of the country 
will be greatly disappointed and offended, if anoth- 
er session of Congress goes over without some effort 
being made to adjust the differences which exist, 
and which will continue to exist until the strong 
arm of the law interposes to compel such just and 
equitable concessions on both sides as will put a 
stop to the present unprofitable method of testing 
the enduring qualities and powers of the employers 
and the employed 
Jt is u deep and difficult prob- 


lem to solve, but attempts at its solution should not 
ceabe until all resources are exhausted and every 
means resorted to that present a leasonable pros- 
pect for success. 
For our part we incline favorably 


to the compulsorv arbitration method. It has work- 
ed well in New Zealand, and although it has its 
disadvantages, unquestionably a statute could be 
formulated which would avoid most of the objec- 
tionable features of the law of that country, and 
whice would be better adapted to the conditions ex- 
isting in the United States. 
At all events it is well 


worth a trial.
